DILAPIDATION OP THE MARSHALL HOUSE. 


—An Alexandria correspondent of the New 
York Tribune thus describes .the presen! 
condition of the. hotel in which CoJ. -Ells- 
worth was hilled: 


Within the city there are few outward e 


idences of plundering, whatever may have 
been committed. The Marshall House is 
almost the only place that shows ..traces of 
warlike occupation.: 
The walls are left 


standing, and so are a majority of the par- 
titions within, but otherwise the house ia an 
otter ruin. l)oprs are burst way, 
windows 


torn out, floors broken up, and .staircases 
shattered. 
The ..canvass .earpetin^ upon 


which Ellsworth lay was long ago cut 
out, 


and since, them many of the boards them 
selves have been lifted and carried away in 
splinters. The bannisters near the seen" 
of the tragedy have disappeared, and oue 
or two of the stairs—those from which Ells- 
worth is supposed, to have fallen—have fol- 
owed them.. The flagstaff at the top'of the 
louse grows thinner every day. Eccentric 
relic hunters have gone so far as to secure 
some of the large gilt letters which, formed 
'he sign in front of the house. There is not 
u chamber but gives some proof of the 
inxiety of visitors to secure rough memen- 
oes. 
To this hour the house is crowded 


vith spectators, and the thrilling events of 
hat fatal Friday are over and over ao-ain 
ehearsed by the throngs that fiU the narrow 
anding place.

I attended the Sunday evening parade of 
the New Hampshire first regiment at 7 
o'clock P. M., yesterday. In conversation 
with Col. Tappan I learned that an order 
would be issued for a forward march in the 
morning, in what direction was not at lib- 
erty to say. 
The officers and men seemed 


elated at the prospect of moving. After 
•the parade and inspection of the regiment 
they formed in hollow square ior prayer, 
The chaplain gave them a stirring and pat- 
riotic exhortation, apprizing them of the 
approaching expedition, recommending a 
firm reliance upon the " God of Battles," 
not forgetting the importance of " dry pow. 
dsr!" 
The regimental orders for the next 


morning were: Revillee at half-past 3 
o'clock, breakfast at 4, regimental parade 
at 5 o'clock, with two days' rations of hard 
bread and bacon, and line of march taken 
up at 6 o'clock. I have no doubt that this 
was substantially the order of some twelve 
or fifteen regiments encamped in the city; 
as in coming to the navy department this 
morning at 9 o'clock, I passed the head 
quarters of six different regiments, all of 
them evacuated.

NEW YORK STATE NORMAL SCHOOL.— 


This institution is located at Albany, and 
was established by an act of legislature, in 
1844, its object being the education of 
teachers for the schools of the state. 
It 


was first established for five years as an 
experiment, at the expiration of which 
time, an act was passed permanently estab 
lishing the school and providing for the 
erection of a large and commodious build 
ing for its accommodation. 


" Each county in the state is entitled to 


send to the school a number of pupils (ei 
ther mile or female) equal to twice the 
number of members of the assembly in 
such county. The pupils are appointed by 
the assembly district school commissioners, 
at a meeting called by the state superinten- 
dent of public instruction, on the firs' 
Mondays of February nnd September in 
each year." 


"AH the pupils, on entering the school 


are required to sign the following declara 
tion : 


" We, the subscribers, hereby declare tha 


it is our intention to devote ourselves to 
the business of teaching the schools of th 
state, and that our sole object in resorting 
to this normal school is the better to pre 
pare ourselves for this important duty.''

A Scouting Incident.

Lufty, 
urged that he should be hung at once aud 
without mercy, btit Bill Cooper, another of 
his townsmen, succeeded in having it post- 
poned until the following Monday morning 
at five o'clock. Myers was at once incar- 
cerated in the jail, and nothing- saved him 
but tbe attack and flight of Monday morn- 
ing, at a moment which left but about hall 
an hour intervening between him and the 
gallows. A joyful sound, indeed, was the 
roar of the first gun on the heavy morning 
air to that man, who expected nothing but 
"that in a few brief moments he would be 
launched into eternity, and dangle a stiffen- 
ing corpse from the gallows tree. 


After the capture of Myers, Clark under- 


took to make his escape by keeping the 
woods. 
The cavalry could not follow him, 


but the pickets and a party of infantry that 
was immediately sent after him, kept up o 
hot pursuit. He was known to them, aud 
they strained every nerve to effect his. cap- 
ture. They scattered in alldirectioris, mid 
irequenlly had him surrounded, so that he 
was obliged to lie concealed whole hours m 
a time. Several times while thus beleaguer- 
ed, he crawled like an Indian for & great 
distance to elude observation. For about 
a dny and a night the pursuit was kept up, 
and he suffered terribly from hunger and 
thirst. At length he succeeded in making 
good his escape and arrived at Flemming- 
ton, where he was once more among frienils, 
whose astonishment at his appearance—his 
hat gone, his shoes worn to pieces, and his 
clothes tattered and torn—he relieved by 
relating to them the hardships and perils 
through which he had passed.

A schooner was got in readiness 
to convey it, the dec'is were strengthened, 
and a very strong gangway of plunks maJe 
across which to move the immense gun. 
With incredible labor, the great cannon 
was slowly rolled from the wharf along 
this gangway. It was nearly on board 
when the platform or gnngway :began to 
bend. 
In an instant more, planks, beams 


and joists, with one simultaneous crash, 
parted in the middle, and with a terrific 
splash, down went the columbiad to.the 
bottom of the harbor. The water was only 
seven feet deep, but what is still- worse, it 
was quickly found that the guu was sink- 
ing into tha ground. The bottom there is 
a soft and yielding mud, ami up to d.irk 
last night the gun had sunk down seven 
feet in that, so that it is-now fourteen feet 
below tbe surface of the. water. When it 
is remembered that it weighs .exactly 52,- 
550 pounds, your readers can form their 
own,opiriion about the probability of rais 
ing-it* My: own opinion is that it will not 
do much service iu this war.
